(6) A gas main An KENWOOP AVENUE south 222 feet from a point *f? feet north
of the north line of that portion of Marlpoea Drive that le west of Kenwood Avenue,
the centerllne of which gas main shall be 20 feet west of and. parallel to the east
line of said Kenwood Avenue*

Said gas main. described above shall have a cover of not less than 2j feett

(?) A gae main in WETHERSPIELP ROAD from Nlles Road south 20 feet, the
centerllne of which gas main shall be 15 feet west of end parallel to the east line
of said V/etheref leld Road.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2J- feet.

The Texaa Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of

Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other under-

ground utilities, but la based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths

may not be required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company

requires definite Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points

from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the

City Engineering Department not leas than three (J) days before such information

la required. The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that

they will be required to bear the expense of repoira or replacement of any under-

ground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution,

AND THAT whenever pavement IB cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water

must be used at intervale during the course of backfilling of the ditches .

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in the

streets, and the restoration and maintenance of euld streets after oaid mains have

been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager, and

under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise grunted to

said Company by the City of Austin.

The Board of Adjustment at a meeting held on November 10, 1936, passed the
following resolution, which Is hereby submitted for your consideration:

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin, pursuant to the terms of
Section JO of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin, has referred to the Board
of Adjustment for its consideration, a petition of the Clyde Hailey Company for a
change in the 'Use' District designation of the vacant property locntod at the
southwest corner of West 29th Street and Shoal Crest Avenue, from Residence "A" to
Residence "B" District; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment at a meeting held on November 10, 1936, care-
fully considered the changing of the 'Use' designation of this property, and has
viewed the premises and carefully studied the conditions and developments surrounding
same and considered the change from all points of view from sound zoning principals;
therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:

THAT the change of the 'Use' designation of the above described property
be not recommended and that its present 'Use1 designation remain unchanged for the
following reasons:

1. That this request is for the change of only two lots under a single owner-
ship and such a change vould thus create a spot ^one.

2. That all property in this vicinity and neighborhood has been developed oa
residential property and consists principally of homesteads.

jS. That the particular site described also lends itself to residential develop-
ment fitting Into a general residential chnructer of the neighborhood.

!*• That e change of this property to a lower classification would tend to
adversely affect the surrounding property and would destroy the harmony and integrity
of the general development of this ares.

5. That the amendments of the Zoning Ordinance recently passed by the City Coun-
cil would not permit the over-crowding of this property by small houses as the re-
Qtrlotlona now prevailing require iJOOO square feet per family for oprn*r lots and
3500 for interior lots; and that the corner lot has a total available area per family
of 7091.25 square feet, which is not quite sufficient for two families; and the
interior lot has an available area per family of 750̂ .25 which is sufficient for two
families, thus allowing only three families on the two lota or possibly four by
waiving the deficiency of 108.75 square feet for the corner lot on account of the
fact that only 50 feet of the aide of this lot abuts on Shoal Crest Avenue, the
remainder abutting on the small triangular easement between Shoal Crest Boulevard
and the east property line of the lot in question.
